Bonus Marchers Camp 
At Edge of Gettysburg 
Enroute To Lancaster 


One hundred and fifteen m em bers of the defeated bonus arm y, 
evicted from W ashington, D. C., last week, m arched in to G ettysburg 
shortly after noon today and set up a m ake-shift cam p in the Na­ 
tional Park cam p grounds on the Taneytow n road, a t the N ational 
cem etery. 
The group hiked here from the Mason and Dixon line, and lead­ 
ers told local members of the state police th a t they m ight cam p here 
over night before proceeding to Lancaster where, they said, a farm 
had been offered as a cam p site. 
State Police Force Here Augmented 
W hile the group rem ains here, Sergeant Russell W. Frutchey, of 
the stat* police sub-station here, said the local force of state police 
would be augm ented to prevent possible disturbances. 
T he group encam ped here is said by state police to be the last of 
the evicted bonus arm y coming through here from W ashington. 
L ast Friday night, 2,237 men, women and children were tra n s­ 
ferred from M aryland to Pennsylvania state highway departm ent 
trucks at the M aryland 4ine, south of here, and started westward. 
Over the week-end. state police estim ated th a t an additional 1,300 
persons, rem nants of the unsuccessful bonus seekers, had been fu r­ 
nished transportation and escorts from the M aryland line. 
Some Transported Northward 
Som e of this m orning s contingent of the bonus arm y were taken 
toward Harrisburg and W illiam sport by local state highway motor 
patrolm en. 
Motor patrolm en said there was only one truck load of 
men who were taken north from here. 
Local officials expect some of the group now in Johnstow n to re­ 
turn through G ettysburg on their way to the farm , l l m iles from 
Annapolis, M aryland, leased to W. W. W aters, form er leader of the 
group in W ashington.

prospective members of the "Khaki 
Shrits” to organize anc mobilize in

was issued late Sunday by Walter 
W. Waters, commander of the Bo­ 
nus Expeditionary force. 
"We ask them to go in training 
in semimilitary manner and to ex­ 
ercise the right of suffrage,” Wa­ 
ters said. "The sole purpose of the 
‘Khaki Shirts’ is to assure the re­ 
turn of the government to the peo­ 
ple.” 
The call was sent at the close of 
a day which saw the number 
of 
disgruntled veterans encamped at 
Ideal park, three and a half miles 
from here, swelling hourly. Leaders 
of the bonus army expressed belief 
the camp had virtually reached its 
maximum 
strength, 
but 
citizens 
who 
watched the 
foot-sore and 
hungry former soldiers pouring in 
by 
every 
avenue 
were 
dubious. 
Fully 4.000 men were here Sunday 
night. 
Acquire New Camp 
On his arrival here by airplane 
from Washington, Waters received 
an ovation when he climbed up on 
the grandstand at the encampment 
and announced 
he had 
acquired 
the right to use 209 acres of land in 
Anne 
Arundel county, 
Maryland, 
about twenty miles from Washing­ 
ton, as a haven for the men ac- 
turally driven out of Washington. 
The army will leave for the new 
camp in a 
week or ten days, 
he 
predicted. 
Twenty-five acres of the property 
was deeded to Waters on payment 
of $1 by Mrs. Maud Edgell, of Ca­ 
tonsville. A clause in the contract 
provides that the rights to timber 
on an additional twenty-five acres 
be reserved for the proposed camp,

! whereby the veterans may cut tlm- 
! ber on the remaining acreage, shar­ 
ing the proceeds of sales with the 
owner, Waters said.

planning another march on Wash­ 
ington. 
"I had two purposes in coming 
to Johnstown,” he said. "I hope 
to prevail on the citizens to be tol­ 
erant of the bonus army, which has 
been harassed to death, for a week 
cr ten days,

the assurance 
we will have 
arrangements made 
so the members can leave by the 
end of that time. 
"I want to make it clear that I 
am not inviting any other veterans 
to Johnstown. 
"My second purpose was to bol­ 
ster up the morale of the troops.
